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The declaration submitted by applicant has been considered, but is not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that the sol deposition used by Bhargava does not result in layers, due to the heat 
treatment to convert the precursor of the films is applied at one time, instead of subsequent to each 
single film deposition. However, Bhargava teaches twelve sets of six layers each applied via the sol 
technique. In other words, after 6 layers are applied, a drying step is performed. Then an additional 
6 layers are formed, followed by a drying step. Applicant has not argued or shown that these steps 
would not result in 12 layers of similar material having a boundary therebetween due to the drying 
step. Could the drying step form a boundary? The evidence provided by applicant is not discernible 
as to the method by which the layers were formed. Are the layers in the micrograph formed by the 
same method as Bhargava? 

Also, the argument of identifiable film boundaries not being present in the article of 
Bhargava is not commensurate with the claims. 

Applicant also did not address either the combination of Jia and Bhargava, in which Jia is the 
primary reference, or the combination of Goyal and Bhargava, in which Goyal is the primary 
reference.
